ments. and rather coarse In texture. 
If you get It from the beach, look 
for sand with granules around one- 
sixteenth of an Inch acroas. avoiding 
the very floe,-silken stuff. Take It 
from high up on the beach, as It will 
have less salt In It. 

Superphosphate and sulphate of 
potash are available at nearly all the 
Sorter garden shops and rtattres. 
Hoof and horn meal la a mild, alow- 
acting. long lasting source of nitro¬ 
gen and It Is a bit harder to find: I 
ran across a source In a flour-end- 
feed shop. About the easiest way to 
get the chalk Is to cnish and pulver- 
lie a few sticks of blackboard chalk. 
* * * 

To measure the toll mixture be¬ 
fore Incorporating the additives, a 
box 32 Inches long. 10 -Inches wide 
and 10 Inches deep will hold exactly 
a bushel. When ihto Is filled, you'll 
find It Is all you can do to Hit It 
much less carry It. Don't preag the 
mixture down when measuring—Just 
thump the box on the ground occa¬ 
sionally while filling It. 

If you lack the means of weigh¬ 
ing the superphosphate and chalk, 
you won't go too Ur wrong by flgur 
tag three level tablespoonfuU to the 
ounce, but use a proper measuring 
spoon from your wife's baking equip¬ 
ment. '_ 


John Innes base fertUUer-Two 
parts hoof and horn meal, two parts 
superphosphate, one part sulphate of 
potash, by weight rather than by 
bulk In thla case.

Now to clarify these recipes. First 
of all. Just any old kind of backyard 
dirt won't do for the loam fraction 
—It should be really good topeoll. The 
John Innes people recommend loam 
made from grass sods which have 
been stripped from a fertile meadow 
and slacked, grass side down, to rot 
for a year. This stuff Is pretty hsrd 
to come by. and a g<*>d substitute Is 
topeoll from a well-worked vegetable 
plot which has been manured 
annually over a period of yegra- 
The loam Is sifted through a half- 
inch sieve to taka out stones, sticks 
and large lumps, snd Is then sterilized 
before mixing with the other In¬ 
gredients. ni be discussing the steril- 
tzing process later. 

For the peat mom. use the ptofln. 
unfortified New Westminster stuff, 
and rub It through the sieve to break 
up the lumps. If It la dry. measure 
out the required quantity and soak 
It In water. Neither the peat nor the 
sand need sterilizing. 

The right kind of sand isn't too 
assy to come by, as It should be dean, 
free from day. silt or chalk frag-

These mix¬ 
tures wen formulated only after 
years of canful rsa san h. and they 
an well worth adopting by ordinary 
backyard gardeners rather than using 
our slap - dash method of 

throwing in a handful of this and a 
pinch of that. 

The basic Ingredients an loam 
•oil. peat moss and sand, together 
with some simple plant foods, mixed 
In the following proportions: 


John Innes aeed-aowtag mixture— 
Two parts loam, one part moist peat 
moss, one port sand, all by bulk. Add 
to each bushel of the mixture ltt 
ounces superphosphate and % ounce 
chalk. 

John Innes potting mixture— 
Seven parts loam, three parts peat 
moss, two parts sand, by bulk. Add 
to each bushel U pound John Innes 
base fertiliser, aa given below, plus 
B ounce chalk. 

John Innes slip-rooting mixture— 
One pert loam, two parts peat, three 
parts sand. No additives are needed 
In this esse.
